1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

2. Claims 1-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claims 1 and 7, it is unclear what " a source of reference" comprises of Is it shown in 
any of drawings? 

The dependent claims not specifically address share the same indefiniteness as 
they depend from objected base claims. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the feature of "a source of reference" 
as recited in claims 1 and 7 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
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application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1,3,6-7,9,13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Szente 
etal (Pat #5,204,614). 

As to claims 1 and 7, Szente et al disclose in figure 22 a power measurement system for 
measuring power of an electromagnetic signal (RF) having a measuring unit (156) for translating 
an electrical signal originated from a sensor (160) into a power measurement, a sensor unit 
(160,162,79) with the sensor (160) and amplification circuit (162), a cable (connection line 
between the power meter and the amplifier) for coupling the measuring unit (156) to the sensor 
unit (79,160,162) and a source of refence signl (152) capable of being tapped into the path in 
order to communicate the reference signal to the measuring unit (156). 

As to claims 3 and 9, it appears that the source of reference signal is arranged to be 
coupled to the amplification circuit (162) in addition to the sensor as a stimulus to the sensor 
(162). 
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As to claims 6 and 13, it appears that the reference signal is varied in amplitude to 
characterize the sensor (160). 

6. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Szente et al (Pat # 
5,204,614). 

Szente et al disclose in figure 22 a power measurement system as mentioned in previous 
paragraph # 5. As to claim 14, It appears that test signal (RF) is generated and received at the 
meter unit (160,162,79) through a port (158), the meter unit is calibrated by an output signal 
from a reference attenuator (152) in response from the test signal. It appears that the test signal is 
a reference signal tapped into the path. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Pegg et al (Pat # 5,463,3 10) disclose instrument for measuring the frequency and power 
of a microwave signal. 

Baldock et al (pat # 4,335,349) disclose simulated Ohms generation method and 
apparatus for calibrating resistance type measuring instruments.
